UNCLE SAM S RISK HEAVY 


Washington, D. 
C., April 
17— 
Though the emergency army of nearly 
5,000,000 recruited during the world 
war has been demobilized, the Govern­ 
ment still remains a healthy competi­ 
tor in the life insurance business. The 
annual statement of Government life 
insurance made Saturday by Col. C. 
R. Forbes, director of the Veterans’ 
Bureau, shows that the policy-holders 
now number about 000,000 and the to­ 
tal amount of insurance was $3,500,- 
000,000. 
During the world war applications 
for yearly renewable terms Govern­ 
ment insurance numbered about 4,500,- 
000, aggregating a total of about $40,- 
000,000,000 insurance. 
The reduction 
to 600,000 has come about since the 
armistice. Col. Forbes explains this by 
saying: “Very young and healthy men 
see little need for insurance, and when 
they do purcha.se it is usually in small 
amounts. 
The fact that they had fin­ 
ished their term of service in a dan­ 
gerous occupation and were returning 
to civilian pursuits made the payment 
o f-insurance premiums seem a useless 
expense. ” 
The Government’s liability, under 
yearly renewable term 
insurance on 
account of permanent disability and 
death, is approximately $1,300,000,000, 
and the total amount of premiums re­ 
ceived on this form is about $400,600.- 
000. The commuted value of possible 
claims exceed the amount of premiums 
received by $900,000,000. 
Under term 
insurance, the benefits are payable in 
monthly 
instalments 
of 
$5.75 
for 
each $100 of insurance over a period of 
240 months. 
The Government will 
ultimately pay in benefits, 
$1380 for 
each $1000.
